Mr.  Rosenthal,  the  Secretary  of  the  congregation, 
anticipating  that  the  same  situation  will  prevail  at  the  next  High  Holv  Days,  has 


made  some  recommendations  to  those  who 
plan  to  worship  with  us. 

Any  member  of  the  congregation  who  will 
require  for  his  family  more  than  the  two 
seats  regularly  assigned  to  him  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  should  communicate  with  Mr.  Rosenthal 
before  the  summer  season  begins  so  that 
proper  provision  may  be  made. 

Seatholders  of  the  congregation  who  rent 
their  seats  each  season  are  reminded  that 
in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  con¬ 
gregation,  priority  is  given  in  seating  to 
members.  There  is  therefore  no  guaranty 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  accommodate  every 
seatholder  of  the  past  years.  Such  seat- 
holders  are  therefore  urged  to  convert  their 
status  into  that  of  regular  members. 

At  this  time  the  office  of  the  Synagogue 
once  more  requests  that  all  members,  seat- 
holders  and  general  affiliates  who  contem¬ 
plate  changing  their  addresses  notify  the 
office  immediately.
